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Pope. SO we can but diſpatch another Charles, 'tis indif- 
ferent to me whether he falls after the Eng/;ſb or the 1ral;- 
an mode. 

Phax. Sir you have not well conſidered the matter, for 
the preſent Junure gives me a great advantage z the 
people are ſo fully poſſeſtt with the horror of the Popiſh 
Plot, and are ſo vehemently prejudiced againſt the Remi 
Proſelytes and Religion, that I might dilpatch the King 
with Bullet or Dagger, and the Papiſts in Eng/and ſhould 
die for the Fact, and Thames and Tweed wonld be tur- 
ned into blood, before your Friend at Edizburgh.ſhould 
arrive at St. Fames's ; nay, though I ſhould be {o-unfor- 
runateas to Kill the King with a Witneſs, to be ſure [ 
ſhould have the common Grace todeny it, and then per- 
(ons of the greateſt Credit upon Earth would be no Evi- 
dence, the Multitade would believe they were as falſe 
Wirtneſles, as thoſe that accuſed Jeſus; nay, if a voice

Phan, Nay, Sir, I confels, I am yet moſt inclined to 
the Precedent of an High Court of Juſtice, for 'tts moſt 
honor for the Saints to bind the Kings in Chains,and their 
Nobles with Links of Iron, to make them our Priſoners, 
to Cut them off with the Pomp and Solemnity of Pablick

Nation, and made as great an Earthquake as the fall of 
Charles the Firſt, bur you could Aſſaſſinate the Primate. 
of an whole Kingdom, one of the Chief Miniſters of 
Church and State, and this done too with greater Cir- 
cumſtances of Barbarity ; and yet this Fact was reported 
with ſoft whiſpers and kind palliations. | 

Phan. Well, afterall this, by the Doctrine of our Ca- 
ſuiſts we are no King-Killers, for when a Prince deveſts - 
himſelf of Royal Power and Prerogative by Conceſſions 
and Condeſcenſions, or when a mighty Parliament have 
beaten. or dethronzd the King, then to deſtroy him; is -

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0 more Regicide, than to Shoot through the ſign of the 
Kings-Head, or Stab the Piture of His Majeſty. 

Pepe. Well, I will ſay you out-do the whole world in 
- Politicks, if you can bring two Kings to the Bar in one 
Age. | 

NG Alas ! Your Cardinals Hats are ſhallow things, 
and your Triple Crown looks like a Fools Cap ; we have 
one flingle Head amongſt us, that has Wit enough to 
baffle Twelve Ceſars, a Gentleman well ſtudied in the 
Philoſophy of Alterations, and the Heroick vertue of 
affronting Princes, | 

Pope. l am glad to hear you have (o great a Head, I 
hope you remember that the primary intention of our 
League, is to deſtroy that Epiſcopal Church of England, 
thar Church which is rude to the Saints, and will worſhip 
nothing in'Heaven but God, and nothing upon Earth bur 
the King and his two Idols of Prerogative and Suprema- 
cv, thole Pagan Teraphims, to which you and 1 will never 
bow ; 'ris the ruin of this Church, thar I do chiefly in- 
tend, and if the King falls in the Quarrel, he dies by ac- 
cident.

Phan. My firſt \rt is a Form of Goclineſs, the only 
Form I value in the world, for I find that a Gillembled 
Piety does more abundantly ſerve our intereit, than a ſtrict 
ſincerity, which is therefore juſtly called rhe fimplicity 
of Religion z publick Sobriety is an excellent Stratagem, 
and wins upon the vulgar, and the Style and Formality 
of Holineſs have done me as much ſervice in England, as 
it does you at Rome ; and I think I may challenge the Ti- 
tle as juſtly as you, I prevail npon the minds of men by 
juſt ſuch methods as your Jeſwrs Converted the Chineſes, 
not by ſtrength of Reaſon or Argument, but by Glaſſes 
and Clocks, Painted Maps and Books well guilded, thus 
I gain upon the people with Spiritual Fancies, well ſoun- 
ding words, fine Enthuftaſms and Allegories, thoſe 
Priſmes of Divinity, and this will be an infallible Arti- 
ficez for the common people of Exg/and have no more 
judgment in Theology, than the Chineſe had in Mathema- 
ticks ; and if the Preacher, like the European Clock at 
Pequin ſtrikes alone , and makes a noiſe without Book, 
whether he ſounds true or falſe, it paſſes for Inſpiration, 
and the voice of God, one ſucceſsful Stratagem to betray 
and confound the Church is this, by our ſure Patronatus 
we Poſt within the Eſtabliſh'd Church as many Uncon- 
forming Miniſters as we can, with the Popular Title of 
Sober and Moderate men; and your Caſuiſts and mine 
have taught them Salvoes enough to diſpenſe with Cano-. 
nical Oaths and Subſcriptions ; and by this Art we have 
reduced many hundred Pariſh-Churches into Conventi- 

cles,. 
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cles, whoſe Service and Aſſemblies look no more like the 
Churchof Erziand, thanthe Cantons of Swiſſerland ; and 
by this care and caution in preſenting, we have afſured to 
our ſelves in every County ſome of the Clergy to Poll a.

without any further queſtion, that the Singing of Hymns 
and Pſalms according to the Cathedral manner, was a 
Popiſh invention, and Pointed by Antichriſt, and that 
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| Chriſt and his Apoſtles Sung the Paſchal Pſalm in the 
Tune of Hopkins and Sternhold, Sir, there is ſuch an Om- 
nipotence 1n your nime, that you can be no leſs than the 
Vicar of the Almighty ; the meer word of Pope or Pope- 
ry works Miracles in Ex2/azd ; if there ſtandsin my way a 
M >narchical Gentleman of a flouriſhing Repuration, I do 
but breath upon him, andſay he is Popilhly afﬀfeRed, and 
he 1s as ſoon blaſted and withered as the Fig-Tree in the 
Goſpel, it was that dear word Popery, which once be- 
fore blew up Church and State, , whipt off the Heads of 
King and Canterbury; nay, there is ſv much Magick an it, 
that the very buzze of Popery will Conjure up a Preſby- 
terian Parliament, nay, there are ſuch wonders in this 
name, that [ believe, the fears of Popery may be ſo cun-

ment preſumption of our Compliance, if we had not had

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2 good ſtock of Friends and Confidence ; Bat O thar 
Critical and unfortunate Prorugation of Parliament !

Why Sir, it is a Latitudinarian word, and ſo 
comprehenſive, that it may take in almoſt all the world 
except the Pope 3nd the Devil. 

Pope. Will that word reach from Twced to Boſphorus ? 
and will you make the Grand Tr to be a Proteſtant ? 

Phan. | (ſee noreaſon why he (ſhould not be reckoned in 
our Communion, for he ciſowns your Infallibility and 
Supremacy, and ſcoffs at your Miracle of the Maſs, and 
| 1SaS great an Enemy to Images and Idols as any Jew or 
Proteſtant in Hollavd, and he is very Orthodox in the De- 
crecs of Predeflination, the great Doctrine of Proteſtants, 
and what is more than all this his Prieſts wear no Sur- 
plice, Lawn Nleeves nor Rochets, they neither uſe the

Truly no more dol, for their frequenting their - 
Moſchs, their Praying five times a day, their liumble De- 
votions and Adorations preſerve in their minds an awful 
notion of a Deity and a Sovereignty, andI wiſh, like vou, 
they would Preach twice a day, and appoint Lectures 
ewice or thrice 4 week, this would ſo diſtract and amuſe 
them with Varieties and Novelties, that I believe a good 
Society of Lecturers would ſooner deſtroy the Turkiſh Em- 
pire, than all the Arms of Perfia and Chriſtendom, or the

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{tnd, and moſt of the Cavaliers are ſuch unconfidering 
Animals, that though I lately imprifoned them for the 
maintaining of Liberty, and {cqueſtred them in defence

T am ſatisfied you have Planted your Batteries 
with great advantage, and have made wide Breaches 
both upon Church and State, but you want your five 
hundred Veterans to enter the Breach and compleat the 
Conqueſt, | 

Phan. *Tis true, if I can but once again Quarter a 
Parliament at Gm:/d- Hall, or Poſt them at weſtminſ/ter, with 
the Guard of the City Auxiliaries, the buſineſs were 
done; for | confeſs we cando nothing in State or Religi- 
on without the power of an Ordinance, and I grant you 
that a Rebellion will not have its due colours or ſtanding 
force without the Levy and Authority of Parliament ; 
but we are ſecured of a Houſe of Commons of our own 
Temper, for we have baffled the Gentry and Clergy, and 
are become the grand Eleftors of England for by Polling 
all Cottages and Almſ. Houſes ( the frankeſt Tenure of 
England) by a little pardonable Perjury, and ſplitting: 
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our Free-hold into Atcms for four and twenty hours, we 
have rendred our ſelves Maſters of Elections; and thus by 
an immortal oppoſition betwixt King and Parliament, we 
have rendred the Conſtitution unpracticable, and reduced 
the Government to this Dilemma, that either we muſt 
have a King without a Parliament, which is an Englþ 
impoſſibility, or elſe a Parliament without a King, and 
for that, you know, we have a Precedent, and therefore 
the hopes and advantage lies on our fide, 

Pope, If you could give theſe Ele Creatures of yours

Pope; 1 acknowledg your proceedings are. brave, and 
ſomething hopeful, bur I think you did commit an error 
in Politicks, by your too bold and open aftronts upon the 
Throne, for when you had a Parhament of your own 
Family, you ſhould hive ſweetly diſſembled your deſigns 
and wrought the Mine under ground, and not given (uch 
open defiance to Prerogative; there was a time when the
